The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record taken singularly or in combination teaches: 

• dynamically measuring use of program elements at a node and 
assigning bandwidth among program elements, such that the total of 
assigned bandwidth is not greater than the allocated bandwidth (claims 1 
&3); 

• an administrator node (and/or administrator program) for allocating nodal 
maximum bandwidths for one or more nodes, and a client node (and/or 
client program) for receiving an allocated nodal maximum bandwidth 
from the administrator node (and/or administrator program), determining 
current values of a set of variables related to bandwidth usage by one or 
more processes at the client node and communicating the current values 
to the administrator node (and/or administrator program), wherein the 
administrator node (and/or the administrator program) utilizes the current 
values to adjust the allocated nodal maximum bandwidths for one or 
more nodes (claims 5 & 28).
